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TOWN HALL T0 BE SOLD. 


PUBLIC TENDERS WILL BE 
ASKED FOR ITS PURCHASE. 
Tuesday Night’s Meeting De- 
elared That the Ratepayers 
Had Full Confidence in the 
Ceuncil to Deal With the 
Matter in the Best Interests 

of the Town. 


The pubiic meeting of ratepayerscalled 
by Mayor Bogue on Tuesday for the pur- 
pose of considering the advisability of 
selling the town hall, was attended by 
about a dozen ratepayers, besides the 
Mayor and Councillors. 

Mayor Bogue occupied the chair and 
addressed the meeting regarding the 
position of the Council. They had 
weighed the matter carefully and had 
come to the conclusion that something 
had to be done about the hall. They had 
held a special meeting when all but two 
of the Councillors were present. As 
there appeared to be a demand for it, 
they had decided that it would be advis- 
able to take the opportunity and offer 
the hall for sale. Many of the ratepayers 
were of the opinion that the hall was a 
source of large profit. During past years 
it was a paying investment. As tiere 
was no other hall in the town it occupied 

a peculiar position and reaped quite a 
revenue. But it was different now. Last 
year Central Hall was built, and asa 
result one of the sources of -revenue of 
the town hall was cut off. The building 
was springing and this prejudiced the 
public against it, even if it was safe. The 


: Secretary-Treasurer had gone through 


the books and prepared a statement of 
the cost of the building and the revenue 
therefrom. The building was erected in 
1892 and had therefore been occupied for 
six years. The following is the

The average revenue of the hall was 
therefore $409.36 per year. But from this 
must be deducted 6 per cent. on the money 
invested, or $275.00, leaving a net profit 
of $107.00, from which must be taken the 
expenses of caretaking, etc. Of course, 
the town had a council chamber and fire 
engine room, and this would add to the 
profit. 

The Council found that there would 
have to be an immediate expenditure of 
over $500.00 to put the hall in proper _re- 
pair. This must be deducted from the 
profits. But the condition of things 
have changed. The hall hire—an item of 
$718.00— was swept away, and if we occu- 
pied it for another five years, there would 
likely be no profit. Besides the de- 
preciation in the value of the building 
must be considered, and taking into ac- 
count all things, he thought the profit of 
the investment would be gone. To repair 
the hall now would interfere with the 
the municipal revenue 1nd possibly make 
another mill in the rate of taxation. True 
the town was on a good financial fvoting 
at present, but the estimates had not yet 
been made. The back part of the lot 
cost $550. Ifthe front part was sold they 
purposed taking part of the proceeds and 
erecting on the remaining portion a suit- 
able fire hall and council chamber, and 
possibly a lock-up. The balance of the 
proceeds would form a sitking fund for 
a new hall, which could be erected a few 
years hence. He was not in favor of a 

new hall at present. The town was just 
now ip that position that it was difficult 
to tell just what growth there would be. 
There was fair accommodstion for present 
requirments and he thought it advisable 
to wait two or three years before build- 
ing again, but was in favor of selling 
present property. The object in calling 
the meeting, the Mayor said, was to give 
the ratepayers a chance to express their 
views, and thus place the Council] in a 
better position to act in the mgtter. It 
was not the intention of the Council to 
sacrifice the propety. Tenders would be 
called and if they were not satisfactory 
they would not be accepted.

Mr. Robert Beard thought the question 
an important one. The hall cost over 
$4,500, and the gross income during the 
past six years when the revenue was at 
its best was only half that amount. It 
had now ceased to fill the bill and wason 
the hands of the town. He thought it 
would be a wise step to sell it. He did 
not agree with Mr. Herrler regarding the 
value of the building. When you see a 
crack in a brick wall there is something 
wrong. He thought the building of a 
new fire hall axd Council chamber a 
good idea. 

Mr. Bogue called attention to the fact 
that if the hall were sold it would be 
liable for taxation. This was an item 
that should be considered. 

Mr. R. E. Doran was at first not in 
favor of selling the property, but the 
statement of revenues and costs put the 
matter in a different light. If it was de- 
cided to sell the property, the whole lot 
should be offered, as no business ‘man 
would want to buy the front part of the 
lot and be hemmed in at the back. If 
the Council wanted to build a fire hall 
they could buy another lot in a central 
situation at the price realized for the 
back part of the present site, or for that 
matter they could utilize the market 
square. 

Councillor Hitchcock explained that 
the Council proposed to ask for tenders 
for the front 75 feet and also for the 
whole lot. Any party wanting the whole 
lot would therefore have a chance. 

I. G. Herrler moved and -R. Board 
seconded, that the ratepayers had full 
contidence in the Council to deal with 
the matter in the interests of the town. 

Councillor J. H. Grayson wanted it 
understood that the Council were in favor 
of selling the hall and if this motion pass 
ed it would mean that they had the rate- 
payers’ approval. 

The motion was putand carried unani- 
mously. Mayor Bogue said that the rate. 
payers would therefore not be surprised 
when tenders were asked.

Wash the roosts and the bottom of the 
nests with limewater. 

When the weather is cold, the eggs 
should be gathered up frequently, or they 
earnot be depended upon to hatch. 

As the ducks will begin to lay soon, care 
must be taken in feeding them. Too much 
grain is bad. They must have somo bulky 
food. 

One reason why com isa bad feed for 
fowls is that the grains being large and 
fed shelled the fowls eat so fast that they 
éat too much for their own good. 

Too much stimulating food causes eg? 
overproduction. The result} from such 
freatment will be poor hatching, weak 
chickens and inferior fowls. A good va- 
riety of sound, nourishing food is much 
better.—St. Louis ecxices'S

Society last Saturday afternoon, for the 
purpose of considering a number of 
memorials to the Dominion Government, 
the North-West Assembly and the C.P.R., 
was largely attended, particudarly by the 
farming community. Mr. T. E. McWil- 
liams, president of the Society, occupied 
the chair. Among those present was 
Mr. J. BH. Ross, Commissionor of Public 
Works, and member of the Assembly for 
this district. The memoriads—six in 
number—were submitted by Mr. Wm. 
Watson, the most important being the 
one referring to “Seed Grain,” which was 
prepared at the instance of the Agricul- 
turaj Society. The other memorials re- 
ferred to Prairie Fires, Water, Tree 
Planting, and a special one to the North- 
West Government on various questions. 
The Grst submitted was that on 


SEED GRAIN. 


This memorial was to the Dominion 
Government,and showed that in con- 
sequence of repeated failures of the crops 
through unavoidable causes, many dis- 
tricta had to apply to the Government 
and the C. P. R. for relief in the shape of 
seed grain ; 

That except on the last occasion all or 
nearly all of the seed grain advanced was 
paid back in full with interest when 
charged, by the settlers of this district ; 

That the last time the settlers did ap- 
ply, their circumstances and surroundings 
were exceptionally disheartening and 
gloomy, so much so that men’s hearts 
failed them lest they should be compelled 
zo pick up and leave tbe country ; 

That having expended so much labor, 
time and money in testing and develop- 
jng the country, and that having met 
with so many failures through causes

Patents have since been granted to in- 
dividuals without settlement of these 
bonds, but the bonds are registered 
against the lands and entered on patents, 
and are therefore a continual encumber- 
ance and constitute a bar to mortgage or 
‘sale. 

The memorial therefore urged that the 
bonds be cancelled ; and that, if un- 
fortunately payment of the relief be de- 
manded contrary to the prayer of this 
petition, each settler be charged only for 
what he personally received, without in- 
terest, and that the bad debts, if any 
there be, shall be borne by the Govern- 
ment and not by the settlers, who through 
feelings of compassion and humanity 
came to the relief of their less fortunate 
neighbors. 

Mr. S. K. Rathwell moved and R. Davy 
seconded, that the memorial be received 
and adopted and forwarded to the Govern- 
ment. The motion carried unanimously. 


PRAIRIE FIRES. 


The next memorial presented was to 
the Dominion and North-West Govern- 
ments and bad for its subject “ Prairie 
Fires.” The memorial set forth that 
amongst the potent causes which retard- 
ed settlement in the North-West, and 
seriously lessened the comfort, progress 
and prosperity of settlerstherein, prair‘e 
fires, scarcity of good water, lack of tree 
shelter, coupled with high passenger and 
freight rates and land exempt from 
taxation, stand out ever present and con- 
spicuous 

The memorial then set forth the evils 
of the prairie fires, the devastation they 
wrought, their baneful effect on the 
climate and soil, etc., etc., etc. 

That the present appliances, viz., the 
valuable aid rendered by the Mounted 
Police, the efforts of settlers and the fire 
guards ploughed and paid for by the C. 
P.R., have proved greatly if not utterly 
inadequate to arrest the scourge. 

To overcome the difficulty the memorial 
urged the immediate enlistment of a 
* Prairie Fire Police,” somewhat of the 
Alberta and Montana cow boy type, to be 
paid, offivered, thoroughly trained and 
permanently employed. The memorial 
went on to define their$ duties. Each 
man was to be furnished with a pony, 
water canteen, etc. They were to be 
stationed along railway lines where fires 
wost frequently start near toand remote 
from settled districts ;the railroad was 
to assist by telegraph and free pass when 
fires started could not be reached in time 
by ponies ; they will be engaged from 
early spring till snow fall; when not put- 
ting out fires they were to burn guards 
along both sides of the railroad track 
and around settled districts or plains 
contagious to lakes and streams, around 
bluffs, so as to protect the much-needed 
growing timber. They were also to be 
furnished with a list of brandsand were 
to keep a look out for stray animals and 
cattle thieves. The necessary funds were 
to be voted out of the Consolidated fand 
of the Dominion, and that it be placed

as that body could manage the force with 
less cost and better efficiency than it 
could be done from Ottawa. Pending 
the Dominion Government passing the 
necessary measure to give this effect, the 
memorial urged the Assembly to devote a 
sum to enlist afew form a nucleus for 
the proposed police. ;

Fire Police. The Government should 
not be asked to protect settlers against 
themselves in regard to settled districts. 

In ploughing fire guards in the ranch- 
ing country it should be remembered 
that a guard was no.use unless kept in 
repair. To do this it would take a large 
amount of money, therefore care had to 
be exercised that no more guards were 
made than could be kept in repair with 
their limited means and the assistance of 
Local Improvement Districts. In the 
settled portions of the country people 
were making roads,—or fire guards. The 
people could use their own judgment as 
to what improvement to make. The 
local Government were alive to the ques- 
tion and had provided the very best 
ordinance in their power. They had 
negotiated with the C.P.R., and the Com- 
pany had refused their offer. They 
ought now to ask the Dominion Govern- 
ment to make it compulsory for the rail- 
way to fire guard their lines. But hewas 
not there to block the memorial, but 
would be only too pleased to meet the 
views of the country as far as possible. 

Mr. F. W. Green was the next to speak. 
He agreed with Mr. Watson regarding 
the importance of the subject. He did 
not agree with all that Mr. Ross had said, 
but believed with Mr. Rorison regarding 
the railway fire guards. He had never 
seen a fire get over the track, and be- 
lieved that the C.P.R. caused very little 
trouble in this district. He thought the 
guards plenty far enough from the track, 
as they had half his farm. im the fre 
guard. The greatest harm was done by 
fires a long distance off, causing hot 
winds, burning up the pasture, etc., etc. 
He thought the prairie fire police would 
be about as uselessa thing as could be 
imagined. It would be impossible to 
have an adequate force when wanted. 

The important point was to keep the fire 
from starting, and when it did start to 
confine it as far as possible. He believed 
in having the country blocked out and 
thought this could be done with one of 
the new fire guard machines, which would 
mak;a fire guard as fast as a horse 
would walk. 

Mr. Jos. Battell agreed with Mr. Green, 
and pointed out that a guard made in 
the spring would be no use in the fall. 
He also agreed with Mr. Ross that more 
should be done by the people in settled 
districts, and thought that the people 
should take greater precautions. He 
did not think the fire police would 
amount to much. He showed how diffi- 
cult it was to prevent the start, especially 
when it was started by lightning, but 
thought every effort should be made to 
prevent the spread. 

Mr. Roes spoke in regard to the experi- 
ments made with fire guard machines. 
Two or three models had been made, the 
North-West Government offering a bonus 
to the successful invention. The first 
experiment was made at Grenfell and 
proved a complete failure, as it would not 
make a guard faster than a plow. Another 
experiment was made at Lethbridge and 
he had taken the trouble to go and see it. 
It too proved a failure, as it would not 
burn more than four or five miles a day. 
No machine had yet been a success. 
There were stubble burning machines, 
but these were different to fire guard 
machines. The former had just to set 
the stubble on fire, but the latter had to 
burn the grass and put the fire out while 
the machine went the length of itself. In 
the past a great deal of energy and money 
had. been expended in making guards, 
but there had been no system followed 
and the work was done without super- 
vision. The guards were therefore of 
very little use. The Government were 
pow considering the advisability of having 
the country blocked out and s proper 
system followed. It would not be wise 
to put in a lot of guards, as they would 
only.provea fire trap if not kept in 
propershape. 

The chairman, Mr. McWilliams, gave 
his experience and pointed out the diffi- 
culty the ranchers encountered on ac- 
count of the stony ravines, and thought 
it necessary to have a machine,

ic| ZBR DEMAND FOR A LEASE OF 


SAM MUN BAYT 


Causes Fxeitemest at Pekin—Great 
Britain is Believed te be at 
the Back of the Scheme. 


Pekin, March 5.—The demand of the 
Italian goveruqaent upon the guvern- 
weut of Chiua for a lease of San Mun 
vay ag a colouization aud naval ba-e, 
ou the same couditions as those under 
which Germauy holds Kiao Chou bay, 
iucluding a demand upon the part of 
Italy for tne concession of three islands 
uff the coast of Che-Kiaug. with the 
right to construct 4 railroad frum San- 
Mun bay to Po-Yang lake and prefer- 
eotial mining avd railroad rights 
within a sphere of influence covering 
the southern two-thirds of Che-Kiang 
proviuce, bas caused great excitement 
here, pot only amoug the Chiuese, but 
also amoung the diplomats. 

The Chinese ure firmly convinced 
that Great Pritain is chiefly respousible 
for the Italian demand, and that it was 
made in order to emphasize Great Brit- 
ain’s displeasure at the turn which the 
northern railruad question bas taken. 
They declare iu pruof of this assertion 
that Grest Britain has determined 
opon a sphere of wction, and the aband- 
onment of the ‘‘open door policy.’’ 
Che diplomatists openly say that the 
new development is the beginning of a 
policy of partition upon the part of the 
powers. 

The representative of a great power, 
during a couversation, is suid to have 
Suggested that the moment bad now 
arrived for internatiousl control of 
China,and it was added that if the pol- 
icy of the spheres of influence should 
be really iuaugurated, the United 
States vould be expected to have a suy 
in the matter, and furtber said that 
there were indications tbat America 
would be likely to prefer the province 
of Chili. 

Rome, March 5.—In the chamber of 
deputies today, Admiral De Canevaro. 
minister of forrign affairs, replying to 
& question on the subject, confirmed 
the report that the goveroment is tak- 
ing steps at Pekin to secure a lease of 
sau Mon bay, in the province of Che- 
Kiang, China, and has given notice of 
its intentions to the other natious ivter- 
ested in China, all of whom, the min- 
ister said. were friendly to the govern- 
ment’s project. 

London, March 5.—The Daily 
Graphic announces that the British 
rinister to China, Sir Clande Macdor- 
ald, acting upon Lord Salisbury's in- 
structions, bas notitied the Tsung-Li- 
Yamen (Chinese foreign office) that 
izreat Britain will hold China to the 
terms of the contract in the recent rail- 
way Joan and will also support her ip 
resistipg apy agyressiop iptended to 
torce her to repudiate he obligations 
ander contract. As the result of Brit- 
ish action, according to the Daily 
Graphic, Anglo-Russian negotiations 
have been resumed, with the prospect 
f an amiczble arrangement. 


He Secured a divorce. 

Victoria, Marcon 5.—After a hearing 
lasting less than half an bour, Mr. 
bustice Walkem granted the application 
wf J. L. Penny for divorce from bis 
wife, Catherine Penny. Neither the 
defendant nor the co-respondent, W. H. 
Bainbridge, was represented. The 
vlaintiff said they were married at 
Lincoln, England, in 1888, and lived 
together until January, 1898. He was 
then superintendent of a mine at Al- 
verni, of which Bainbridge was man- 
ging director. He produced evidence 
that while bis wife was supposed to be 
visiting friends at Seattle shs went to 
Hot Springs, Wash., and stayed there 
for ten days with Bainbridge. They 
registered as Mr. and Mrs. Burpee.
